ILL TO LEGALIZE KILLING. , 

A bill is said to have been intro-. 
duced in the Legislature of Texas pro- 
viding that a man shall be justified in 
killing any person who “slanders” his 
wife or any female relative. The 
Legislature of the Lone Star State is 
evidently determined to keep up with 
the procession in the explojtation of 
fool bills. This. measure brings it 
peck-and-neck with the Legislatures 
of Illinois, Kansas, California, and 
several other States in this despicable 

Should this preposterous measure be 
placed upon the statute books of 
Texas, it would at once enormously 
increase the number of murders com- 
mitted in the State. It would also 
render extremely difficult, or impos- 
sible, the conviction of any murderer 
within the commonwealth of Texas. 
The defense of every murderer would 
be that the persOn murdered had been 
guilty of slandering some of his female 
relatives, and there would be com- 
paratively little difficulty in proving 
anything which it might be necessary 
to prove im order to make a “case.” 
Acquittal would be mandatory under 
the law, if proof of “slander” were 
brought forward. 

That vicious measure is not likely to 
become a law in Texas. But the mere 
fact of its introduction is a bad indi- 
cation. The idea that under any cir- 
cumstances, excepting those of war or 
ecif-defense, the killing of any human 
being by another may be permitted,’ 
is a dangerous idea, even when enter- 
tained by the private citizen. It would 
be infinitely more dangerous if it were 
incorporated into statutory law. — 

We beve had legislative propositions 
in other States to legalize mob law- 
lessness and the destruction.of prop- 
erty. It has remained for the State of 
Tegas to propose the legalizing of 
murder. This, it would seem, is close 
up to the limit. If the bill passes, it 
should be so amended as to present 
each and every murdtrer with a 
chromo.

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Tho population of California has not 
kept pace with the industrial develop- 
ment of the State. The growth in 
fruit growing has been very larse. It 
is stated that last year $1,000,C00 worth 
of fruit was lost because there was not 
labor enough at hand to take care of 
it. The picking and packing of 20,000 
to 26,000 carloads of citrus fruit calls 
for a good many hands. Scarcely is 


when the picking of deciduous fruits 
begirs, including the curing of a large 
quantity and the canning of another 
large amount. There are 120,000,000 
pounds of prunes to handle and close 
to 100,000,000 of raisins. The sugar- 
beet crop of this season in Southers 
California will amount to 4,000 acres. 
The land has to be put in order, the 
seed must be sown; the crop must be 
thinned; frequent cultivation is nec- 
essary; then the crop must be taken 
from the earth, topped, loaded into 
wagons and hauled to the factories. 
Besides all this there are the cereal 
and hay crops to put in and harvest. 
The oll development is giving employ- 
ment to hundreds of men. Cheap fuel 
and an enlarging market are causing 
considerab e increase in manu‘actur- 
ing.

BIG STEAMERS IN IT. 

Commenting upon new steamers 
how being built for the fruit trade, 
Consul John C. Freeman, at Copen- 
hagen, says: “Seven new steamers 
have just been ordered for the fruit 
trade between the West India Islands 
and the United States. The contract 
for one of them, the Taunton, with the 
option of two cthers, was signed re- 
cently between the United Fruit Com- 
pany and Messrs. Burmeister & Hains, 
extensive shipbutiders of Copenhagen. 
Three of the seven will be built In Eng- 
land, three in Norway and qne in Den- 
mark, with a possibility of two more 
at Copenhagen, The United Fruit 
Company has already over twenty 
steamers in the banana trade from the 
West Indies to American ports. These 
vessels are registered as Norwegian, 


capital invested is American. This 
company is alse adding to its fleet two 
steel steamers for use in carrying fruit 
on the Great es. Taunton, 
which may be taken as a typical 
steamer of the banana fleet, will be a 
spar-decked vessel 227 feet long, 32 feet 
beam, with a depth of 23 feet. She will 
have a registry of 2900 tons net, al- 
though her usual load will be about 
1000 tons. With this load she will 
draw about 14 feet of water, and her 
engines will give her a speed of 13 
knots an hour.

(MILE MATCH RACE. 
Speedy Amateur and Professional 
Riders Put Up a Day’s Sport at the 
Velodrome Which Interests a Large 
Matinee Audience. | 


Johnny Nelson retained his title as 
chamnvion yesterday, at the Velodrome, 
when, without any apperent effort, he 
beat Cooper in their match race. 
The race would have proved morg in- 
teresting ff Nelson Lad had a more 
formidable opponent. As it was, the 
interest somewhat lagged, owing to 
Cooper's inability to compete with a 
men whose reputation for following 
motor -ace is world wide. 

In the first heat Nelson won by a 
lap and a half, though if Cooper had 
had more experienced pacemakers he 
would in all probability have made a 
better showing. The riders on Coop- 
er’s motor, Freeman and Downing, ap- 
neared to oe afraid, and to hardly un- 
derstand the machine. The time for 
the first five miles was 8:21%. The 
first mile was run in the fast time 
of 1:40%, breaking the- American 
record. ‘ 

The second heat for five miles also 
broke the American record in 7:57 3-5, 
while the first mile of the second heat 
lowered the worid’s record of 1:38 3-5 
by 1 7-20 seconds, standing stert. Chase

-record, which now goes to Nelson.
